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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 88-124 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, a method for coupling a flowable conductive material to a microelectronic 
device, comprising wicking a first portion of the first quantity of flowable conductive 
material along first elongated members connected to and extending outwardly from the 
first bond site; and wicking a second portion of the second quantity of flowable 
conductive material along second elongated members extending outwardly from the 
second bond site, with the second portion of the flowable conductive material having a 
volume approximately equal to a volume of the first portion. Zakel et al. (U.S. 6,277,660) 
teaches wetting solder deposits of a carrier to bond pads of a substrate, but does not 
teach wicking solder from a solder deposit of a bond site to an elongated member 
extending from the bond site. 

Prior art also does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, a connection structure having at least two elongated members connected to 
and extending outwardly from a bond site, each elongated member being configured to 
receive at least a portion of a flowable conductive material from the bond site. 

Finally, prior art does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, a method for supporting a microelectronic substrate, comprising attaching 
the microelectronic substrate to a support member having a connection structure that 
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includes a plurality of first and second bond sites, the first bond sites being positioned at 
least proximate to the first surface of the support member, the second bond sites being 
positioned at least proximate to the second surface of the support member, the 
connection structure further including at least two elongated members connected to and 
extending outwardly from each of the plurality of the first bond sites.
